DeWayne Keeter, an Ascot regular 
for the last ten years, died early 
Saturday morning of head injuries 
sustained in a three bike finish line 
pile up in Friday night’s Expert Main 
Event at Ascot. Keeter who’s first name 
was Herschel, is survived by his wife, 
Joan, a sister, a brother, and his parents. 
Services were held Monday in Ventura, 
California at 3:30 p.m. 

Although DeWayne Keeter made his 
mark in motorcycling as a fierce and 
successful competitor on the Ascot half 
mile, he also participated in speedway 
and road racing. Keeter traveled to 
Australia, England and Europe during 
his speedway career, but soon tired of 
the politics involved and returned to his 
first love, half mile dirt track racing. 

Unlike other Ascot regulars, such as 
Romero, Aldana, and Hocking, Keeter 
never traveled the full Grand National 
circuit until last year. But, at Ascot he 
was always in contention, placing in the 
top ten of the season point totals year 
after year and winning the overall point 
championship one season. He also 
finished third in the Ascot National in 
1968.

WASHINGTON, D.C., APR. 30 

The Board of Directors of the 
Motorcycle Trades Association has 
voted to retain a law firm 
specializing in patent, trade mark, 
and copyright matters to prepare a legal 
opinion on the subject of aftermarket 
companies displaying on their own 
products the brand names of 
motorcycles. 

The action came after two of MTA's 
members were warned by attorneys for 
American Honda Motor Co. that use of 
the word “Honda” on “T-shirts, halters 
and other wearing apparel” marketed by 
the two companies was a “wrongful 
dilution of Honda's mark and name.” 
Legal action was threatened if the 
companies did not desist from using the 
Honda name. 

The MTA Directors noted that one of 
the companies threatened, Take-Two, 
has been producing such wearing 
apparel several years prior to American 
Honda's branching into the aftermarket 
industry. Also, they said that numerous 
other companies, including Bill Walters 
Leathers, the other MTA member 
receiving Honda's warning, have for 
years been marketing T-shirts, halters 
and other wearing apparel bearing the 
name of virtually every motorcycle and 
automobile in the industries. i 

Two other prominent vehicle 
manufacturers contacted by MTA stated 
they are appreciative of the publicity 
and promotional value gained from 
wearing apparel which carry their brand 
names. 

The Directors expressed deep concern 
about the possibility of a preceden: 
being set which would have far reachin 
adverse effects upon the motorcycle 
aftermarket industry, extending no 
only to wearing apparel but also t 
many other products.

Weather tops Trask ISDT Qualifier 


By Jeff Peck 
McMINNVILLE, ORE., MAY 3-4 


Over 200 riders started out from 
the Yamhill County fairgrounds 


on what was 


going to turn into 


one of the toughest ISDT Quali- 


fiers this year. At about the 
halfway point on Saturday it was 
decided to run only one loop 
because of the high rider fall out 


rate. Most of these people fell out 
between the first and second check on a 
huge clay uphill which turned into a 
bottleneck. The clay was so slick that 
there was only one line up and if 
anybody got stuck everybody was held 
up. Many riders lost as much as half an 
hour here. 

Malcolm Smith was one of the 
casualties as he tried to pass up the 
bottleneck on one side he looped his 
bike and broke his front fender and 
possibly injured his leg bad enough that 
he may be unable to ride Bad Rock next 
week. Even though he was in a bad way, 
Malcolm continued on to the third 
check before succumbing to a constant 
shower of mud due to his broken 
fender. Even though he was riding with 
this handicap he was still only a second 
behind Carl Cranke (Pen) in the special 
test. 

Carl Cranke and Mike Hannon were 
two people who were not having any 
trouble at all as they continued to stay 
on time and wheelie from the check 
points in fine fashion. 

After the second check, the riders 
that were left were people who had 
started on carly minutes and had 
avoided the bottlenecks. Local riders 
continued to fair very well as they were 
way ahead of other riders in the special 
tests. 

After the decision to cancel the 
second loop was made, the riders were 
supposed to be tumed back towards 
town at the fourth check, but some of 
the people were still going very fast and 
they had already left this check and 
were on the second loop. Mike Hannon, 
who was putting on a fantastic ride, had 
to be stopped at the special test and 
tumed back. On the way in his 
kickstarter mechanism broke and he had 
to be trucked in. Hannon did not start 
the second day. 

At the impound area only about 50 
riders turned up with route cards 
complete for the first loop and it looked 





like it was going to be a small field of 
riders starting the second day. That 
night it was decided at the rider’s 
meeting that anyone who got their bike 
into the impound area by Saturday 
night would be able to ride Sunday for a 
bronze. This decision got about 50 more 
people in the running for the next day. 

Another one of the decisions made 
on Saturday was to shorten the course 
on Sunday. The reason behind this was 
that the weather was so unpredictable 
that the original 215 miles that were 
scheduled for Sunday seemed to be too 
much. They also wanted somebody to 
finish the event before the middle of 
summer. 

With Sunday’s distance cut to 130 
miles and speeds either left the same or 
slowed it was almost too easy. Riders 
were coming in very early to all the pits 
and though people were still having 
trouble, it was not near as bad as 
Saturday’s ordeal. The real tough spots 
on Sunday’s run were the special tests, 
one was almost total mud about 50 feet 
wide and about 100 yards long. This 
sink bog claimed many people as their 
bikes simply refused to go any farther in 
this madness. The other special test 
Sunday was almost all fifth gear stuff. 
Other than that Sunday was pretty 
much the opposite of Saturday. 

At the end of the event Sunday all 
lights had to be working on the bikes. 
This produced some very interesting 
combinations. People were running 
wires straight out of their ignition 
systems and when they were told to 
turn on their lights they would wrap the 
wire onto the lead for the lights. Other 
people were using the same bulb in both 
the front and rear lights and just 
switched them back and forth as 
necessary. 

Even with the distances being cut 
almost in half it was still a good 
Qualifier with victory going to the 
person who had done the best in all the 
special tests. 

Results, due to the inclement 
weather, were unavailable at press time. 
Complete results will be in a 
forthcoming issue. ©

Jimmy jams A

Y amaha's 
Jimmy” Weinert scored a victory 


“Tammin” 


in his first 1975 250cc National, 
turning in an outstanding perform- 


ance on the muddy Appalachia 
Lake Park track. Weinert won two 
out of three motos (one of them a 
qualifier) to edge Maico rider 
Steve Stackable's 3-1 showing in the 
day’s overall standings. 

Strange as it seemed, the AMA 
qualifying method for this year put not 
only Weinert, the number one 
motocross points leader in 1974, but 
also such notables as Pierre Karsmakers, 
Marty Smith and Gary Semics in the 
pre-race qualifying heats. Only the top 
twenty in the previous year's 250cc 
standings and the top ten transfer in this 
year's 250cc class points battle are 
spared running the extra moto. 

After following  semi-supported 
Honda rider Mickey Boone for half a lap 
in the first qualifier, Weinert blasted by 
into the lead and stretched it into a 
thirty second advantage by the end of 
the ten-minute round. The second 
qualifying leg went to Kawasaki’s Gary 
Semics who dominated the race from 
turn one to the checkered flag. Semics 
was followed by Mike Kessler and Pierre 
Karsmakers. Given a second chance 
after crashing in his qualifier, Honda 
teamster Tom Croft won the 
consolation moto with ease. 

When the gate dropped for the first 
40-minute-plus-two-lap moto, Huskies 
Kent Howerton shot to the front 
shadowed closely by Marty Tripes. Gary 
Semics held third over DiStefano, Grossi 
and Karsmakers. 

Tripes followed for a lap before 
forcing his Bultaco past Howerton to 
spearhead the pack through the next 
couple of laps. By the fifth lap, Marty 
had dropped back and was on his way 
out for the moto with gear box failure. 
Jimmy Weinert had jammed his way up 
from 11th place starting position and 
grabbed the lead. Billy Grossi was 
berserking his way around the muddy 
rutted course in second, a few seconds 
ahead of a Pierre Karsmakers/John 
Savitski battle for third. A three way 
struggle for fifth was being waged 





between Howerton, Jimmy Ellis and 
Steve Stackable. Both Stackable and 
Ellis had drawn poor starting positions, 
17th and 21st, but were slashing quickly 
toward the front. Ellis became the 
eventual victor of the three way fight, 
and several laps later worked up past 
Grossi into a distant second place 
behind long-gone Jimmy Weinert. At 
the end of the first forty-five minute 
round Weinert rolled safely across the 
line followed by Ellis, Stackable, Grossi, 
Savitski, Karsmakers and DiStefano. 

“I made a few mistakes,” Weinert 
admitted, but with the exception of a 
last lap spill that he recovered from 
quickly, the errors were obvious only to 


Jim. “That’s motocross,” Weinert added ` 


when questioned about the first class 
Appalachia Lakes circuit, “... almost 
like Unadilla.” 

Jimmy Ellis, although not entirely 
pleased with his latest Can-Am listed his 
only problem as “trying to stay on the 
bike, but 1 didn't fall and nothing's 
broken.” Considering the impressive 
come-from-behind ride Ellis put in, 
there's a lot of potential for 
Bombardier, Ltd.to keep the 250cc title 
in 1975. 

Billy “Sugar Bear” Grossi fell off four 
times in the first round but still rated 
the moto as being “one of the funnest 
races I ever rode.” Billy said he had 
trouble picking good lines in practice, 
but once the racing began everything 
sorted itself out and the Team Suzuki 
rider put in a great ride. 

Steve Stackable also fell “three or 
four” times. “My eyes are all out,” 
Steve added, from all the mud thrown 
back by the riders he*d passed. He didn't 
realize he'd made up so much ground 
until a signal from the pit crew showed 
him to be near the front. With that 
incentive, the Maico rider held on to 
finish third in the opening moto. 

Kent Howerton, who'd led the first 
lap, had been slowed by a flat front tire 
punctured on the sharp hillside rocks. 

John Savitski, an upcoming 
Pennsylvania rider making one of his

best showings to date, earned his fifth in 
round one after crashing midway 
through the moto and nursing a motor 
that was “breaking up . . . hardly able to 
pull up the hills.” 

Pierre Karsmakers seemed to be 
having difficulty putting the Honda's 
pipey power onto the ground. Rain 
during the previous week had turned 
Dave Coombs’ beautiful track into a 6-8 
inch deep layer of sticky mud over a 
hard slick base — a difficult 
combination at best. Karsmakers’ 
injured knee, re-injured in a practice 
accident since the original crash, also 
kept the Team Honda leader from 
performing at peak ability. 

If the first moto was exciting, round 
two was a complete mind-biower as the 
lead swapped back and forth almost 
with every lap. As more and more riders 
(including the 125cc Support class) 
chewed through the mire, the few bad 
spots got worse and worse. One 
mudhole in particular on the back side 
of the course drew an appreciative mud 
spattered gathering of spectators. A 
ditch that had been relatively easy to 
cross earlier in the day, developed into a 
bike grabbing monster by the second set 
of motos and accounted for many of 
the changes in leading riders. 

It was Suzuki rider Tony DiStefano 
who showed Kent Howerton, John 
Savitski, Billy Grossi and Steve 
Stackable through the first lap. Then, 
John Savitski passed both Howerton 
then fellow Pennsylvanian DiStefano to 
take the lead near the end of the second 


lap. 
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A half lap later, Grossi got it on, 
slipping past Suzuki teammate 
DiStefano and putting the pressure on 
Savitski’s flying Bultaco. On the next 
lap Billy found a new line through the 
mudhole and took over the lead. 

Meanwhile, Stackable had been 
building momentum and came up to 
shut out Grossi on lap four. The first 
five palces all appeared to be likely 
prospects as they fought and either 
passed or got passed in the mudhole. 

Jimmy Weinert has started slowly, 
eleventh at the end of lap one, but was 
bulling through traffic in classic 
“Jammin’ Jimmy” style. 

Stackable enjoyed the lead for 2-3 
laps before “Sugar Bear” Grossi 
repassed big Steve in the mudhole. By 
this time Weinert had surged up into 
fourth place behind Savitski and 
Stackable. Steve probably felt Jimmy 
breathing down his neck because, in the 
next few laps, the pair edged by both 
Savitski and Grossi. Stackable led; and 
Jimmy, in second, realized that he 
didn’t have to catch the long tall Texan 
to take home the first place money. At 
the flag it was Stackable, Weinert, 
Grossi, DiStefano and Semics. Savitski, 
while on the last lap and only two turns 
from the finish, slid into one of the big 
mud berms and got stuck. John was so 
tired and the bike so stuck that he 
wasn’t able to pull it out. Luckily, John 
Ayers, blinded by mud, came along, hit 
Savitski’s rear wheel and knocked the 
Bultaco out! Savitski had held fifth 
before the incident and thanked Ayers 
for the boost that kept him from losing 
more than two places. 

Jimmy Weinert’s 1-2 score topped 
Steve Stackable’s 3-1 in the overall 
standings. Team Suzuki followed with 
4.2 and DiStefano's 7-4 


placings. John Savitski took fifth witi 
his 5-7 tally over Pierre Karsmakers’ 6-9 
total. 
125cc Support 

Jon Leak led a 1-2 victory by 125cc 
Yamahas in the two Support class 
motos. Leak won the first moto after 
taking the lead on lap three and building 
it into an untouchable margin. Second 
placer overall, Denny Swantz, backed 
up his third in round one with a victory 
in the final moto. 

Honda rider Robert Yost earned third 
overall with a consistent set of 4-3 moto

Fourth-place Howard McCasland takes 
a mighty leap out of the dust. 





Bill Conroy made it three wins in 
a row as he dominated a talent- 


laden Amateur/Expert division in 
the 100-mile finale at the DRA 


California City Grand Prix. 
Conroy (400 Yam) ran third 

during the early part of the race, 

trailing Wayne Garrett and Tim 


Bowman, both on 400 Monos. Garrett, 
who outran everybody on the LeMans 
start and was leading, broke on the third 
loop, as did Bowman. Conroy coasted in 
with nearly a four-minute lead, despite 
making two unplanned stops in- the 
same ditch. Mike Keen (360 Hus), an 
Amateur from Bakersfield, ran in the 
top five all day and passed Kevin Hasten 
on the pavement on the last loop to 
take second, first Amateur. Hasten (400 
CZ) had a bad start (38th at the bomb) 
and had moved up to 15th on the first 
loop and then up to second, passing 
Ron Wright's ailing Mono on the last 
loop. But his pipe worked loose and 
then fell in half, costing him fifth gear 
and relegating him to third. Howard 
McCasland (400 Yam) was fourth, 
followed by Amateur Chris Kallen (400 
Yam). Andy Kirker (250 Yam) crashed 
on the first loop, then went fast the rest 
of the way to finish sixth, first 250, 
ahead of Birdie on another 250 
Yammie. Amateur Eric Spaeth and 
Expert Gary Praster, both on 125 
Hondas, battled most of the way for 
first small-bore honors, with Spaeth 
winning by a narrow margin. 

In Sunday morning’s Novice race (80 
miles), Dale Owens (400 Yam) jumped 
into a huge lead at the bomb and 
stretched it out, only to have his 
transmission quit on the pavement near 
the end of the loop. On his demise, Pat 
Kouri (400 Hus) took over and won 
going away. Steve Bigler (Yam) was the 
first 250 and Lee Wilson (175 Hus) 
topped the small-bore class. 

Saturday was reserved for two 
60-mile Beginner races. The morning 
0-200 race belonged to Richard 
Shroyer, who led all three loops ahead 
of runner-up Ralph Carnes (Hon). Chris 
Veermeersch (400 Yam) moved from 
ninth to second to first in three loops, 
winning the 250/Open clash in the 
afternoon. Clayton Fees was second. 

The weekend was really fun in spite 
of a wind that came up Saturday 
afternoon and got worse from then on. 
California City appreciates the biker’s 
business. and in fact, several local 








merchants chipped in for the prize 
money. The racers (over a thousand) 
had it together, staying cool and out of 
trouble. If the present attitudes 
continue on both sides, the Cal City 
Grand Prix should be around for a long 
time. 

Ron Burpo, DRA head, laid out a 
really fun course. Two fireroads at the 
start merged together at the first bomb 
and headed for the second, which was 
right in front of the graded and watered 
crossing of Cash Creek, a nasty little 
ditch about eight feet deep, with 
vertical walls. Then across an alkali flat 
that got pretty chewed up. The course 
then went up a hill in front of a 
telephone transmitting station, catching 
a fun, twisting, ridge-top fireroad for a 
few miles. Then a few bumps, some 
more fireroad, a little pavement, back 
into the dirt with a rocky 
uphill-downhill section guarding the 
entrance to the pavement that led into 
and through town. Then past the pits 
and out to do it all over again. The DRA 
put up $2000 in prize money and got 
together another $1500 in 
contingencies. There was great 
cooperation from the-riders, many of

49er National:

FOREST HILLS, CAL., APR. 27 

The 49er National at Forest Hills, 
California was a real enduro in all 
senses of the word. It contained 
all the ingredients: water cross- 
ings, mud — lots of mud, trees, 
and hills. Taking into considera- 
tion the rough terrain it was 
amazing that the top five people 
scored such low numbers. The winner 
George Hendix (400 Hus) came through 
with a minus one, John Troutt (250 
Hus) minus two, Ben Bower (360 Hus) 
minus three, Jim Sparks (250 Pen) 
minus three, and Kevin Ingallan (350 
Yam) minus five. 

Starting at the campground in the 
middle of Forest Hill the course wound 
its way along the park boundaries on 
slick twisting trails and out onto some 
fireroads. When you started to get too 
used to these fireroads they would 
throw you off to the side onto some 
twisting little trail that had all kinds of 
branches hanging down, stumps jutting 
out into the trail, and logs laying across 
the trail. 

After the speed check things started 
to get more interesting but it was not 
until after the first manned check that 
things really started jumping. About 50 
yards down the road the trail made an 
abrupt right turn and headed straight 
down through the trees. It wound its 
way down the hill and through the 
bushes, ending in a five foot dropoff. 
The trail, completely covered over by 
branches of the trees, gave the effect of 
riding down a long green tunnel whose 
sides kept reaching out to grab you off 
the motorcycle. 

After traveling down the green tunnel 
for about a half-mile you dropped off 
the side again, this time the downhill 
was amazing. It was long, steep, slick, 
and rather rough. This is where I found 
out how useless flat bottom boots are. 
This is also where I found out how 
useful a compression release is. There is 











nothing like wrestling a 240 pound 





motorcycle down a hill and ending up 
pinned underneath it. 

When the trail finally reached the 
bottom of this cliff it started running 
along a creek. The riding along this 
portion was relatively easy which should 
have been a warning of what was to 
come. After the creek it was more 
fireroads and trails which led you to an 
old mining area. This is where most of 
the people had their problems, a 
combination of rain and sinking ground 
caused by the mines in the area created 
some of the most amazing mud holes I 
have ever seen. Many people started to 
turn back at this point or try to find 
ways around the bottlenecks that were 
forming. 

As is usually the case, these 
bottlenecks were caused by a 
combination of slick Northern 
California mud and the inexperience of 
some of the riders on the course. After 
the A riders had gone by the hills 
started to turn into muddy rutty 
quagmires to which more than one bike 
succumbed. 

After that there was nothing quite 
that serious, although it was still very 
challenging. There were a few road 
crossings but they were well-manned 
and produced no trouble. 

The gas check was at approximately 
50 miles. For the people who could not 
get their own gas out to the gas pit the 
club sold gas for $1 a gallon. A little 
over-priced but it was a long walk back 
to camp. 

The ride back was over different trails 
and was relatively easy compared to 
portions of the first loop. Over the 
whole course the roads were rutted and 
this produced some interesting riding 
styles if you were trying to make up 
time. Course marking was very good 
except near the end when someone 
decided it was time to take down all the 
arrows and in some cases put up Ws to 
confuse the riders. 

Back at camp many of the A riders 
commented on what a good enduro it 
was. They also added that it could have 
been tougher. Which is to say it was not 
a C rider course, but then a National 
Enduro is not for C riders. >

Austrian 250 GP: 


Fala flies; 
Pomeroy picks 
Up points Face 
everybody 
pels stoned

SITTENDORF, AUSTRIA, APR. 20 
Jaroslav Falta blasted and 
bounced his works 250 CZ into 
long yardage wins in both motos 
overwhelming the competition on 
this torturous, dangerous Austrian 
circuit. 

Willi Bauer, while still not 
winning a moto, demonstrated his 
personal consistency and the Suzuki’s 
handling to break into the lead of the 
250 World Championship. American 
Jim Pomeroy had a much better day 
than he did in Spain, ending up fifth 
overall with 11 points and breaking into 
the top. 10 in the 250 class. He was 
riding today almost like he should be. 

When pits and spectators had gotten 
through shaking their heads over Falta’s 
almost effortless double victory, they 
started talking about Joel Robert’s 
visually effortless second overall placing. 
Six-time 250cc World Champ Robert 
produced two-three finishes with 
come-from-behind rides that were 
spectacular only in how many really top 
riders he passed. He just smoothed on 
b 


“I am not riding now since October 
of last year,” he explained afterwards 
between sips of Marzen-bier. “And I feel 
like racing motocross again. I did no 
trials, no enduro, nothing. It feels good 
to ride now. Maybe I was a little burnt 
out. Everybody tried to bury Joel a 
little too soon, I think.” A lot of 250cc 
GP riders thought so, too. When Joel’s 
on, he’s on. 

But, it was Falta’s day. Nice, clean, 
uncomplicated holeshots in both motos 
after qualifying fastest. Five to eight 
second leads after the first lap. Nearly 
30 seconds of cushion at the checkered. 
Pomeroy’s Spanish mechanic “Rubion,” 
grinned toothily afterwards and said in 
his inimitable English, “Falta like this, 
no?” as he twisted his right hand back 
nearly to his forearm. Well, Falta was 
like that but he was also much smoother 
and more controlled than the “old” 
Falta. Never out of shape, bouncing 
downhill under complete control with 
perfect lines. 

The action was behind the young 
Czech in both motos. Harry Everts 
(Puc), Hakan Andersson (Yam), Oldrich 
Hamersmid (CZ) and Jim Pomeroy 
(Bul) followed Falta in the opening laps. 
Those positions very accurately 
reflected the riders’ qualifying times; 
hence, their start positions on the 
narrow gate with the three-deep starting 
line. Qualifying well was doubly 
important on this track. 

The intensity of competition (that 
seemed doubled at Sittendorf) and the 
rocky course started taking an early toll. 
Englishman Malcolm Davis tangled with 
Czech-piloted and Russian-piloted CZs 
on the first lap. Hans Maisch’s Maico

quit. He was visibly and justifiably 
E. O.'d. InterAMA Champ Zdenek Velky 
crashed out of the first moto. An 
Austrian and an Italian tangled on the 
edge of an off-camber ledge and 
tumbled over. That was the first lap. 
This was not, you should understand, an 
easy course. The FIM had told the 
promoter to remove the rocks. He 
didn’t. 

Hakan Andersson, 1973 World 
Champ, went out after about six laps 
with a flat tire. But Hakan was, by his 
own admission, not really able to 
concentrate on racing this Sunday. He’d 
come down from Sweden only the day 
before where his father had suffered a 
massive, paralyzing stroke and his wife 
was overdue with their first child. GP 
riders are not exempt from family 
problems. 

Joel Robert came up steadily and just 
às surely passed a seemingly impassable 
Harry Everts. Joel's lines were excellent: 
smooth and quick. His Suzuki also now 
has the right suspension-power 
combination and Robert knows how to 
use it. Willi Bauer also began working up 
from a poor start on his fast Suzuki. 


Pomeroy, Weil, and Hamersmid ran 
nose to tail for, maybe, 15 relentless 
minutes before Jim missed his line and 
Adolf got by. Two laps later, Bauer also 
passed, relegating Bimbo to seventh 
place. That was all the passing Willi did. 
The tip cracked off his expansion 
chamber taking the power edge with it. 
He was clutching mightily on the long 
uphills. 

A few laps from the finish of the 
47-minute moto, Adolf also missed his 


line and stuck the Maico over an 
off-camber berm. Jim went back by to 
get under the flag in sixth. It was a 
much better performance than in Spain. 


When the bikes went out for the 
second moto, nearly everybody had put 
Metzelers on the rear in an attempt to 
overcome the rocks and sharp edges of 
the increasingly harder track. Falta, of 
course, had the traditional Barum on his 
Ceske Zavodny special and came out of 
the first turn ahead of Weil, Bauer, 
Pomeroy, Hansen, Maisch, Hamersmid, 
and Everts. 

Thorlief shot past Jim only to pull 
off about a lap later, leaving the 
American in third. But Maisch was 
starting to pressure him and already Joel 
had come up about half a dozen 
positions. Adolf Weil had already been 
passed by Pomeroy and Maisch. Then 
Robert and Hamersmid came by him. 
Hamersmid knew this track well, having 
raced it when it was used for 500cc GPs 
and winning on it with a CZ. 

Pomeroy had spent most of the moto 
in third. Falta was long gone. Bauer was 
nearly out of sight. With four laps until 
the end, it looked like Jim could hold 
off Maisch and Robert, both of whom 
were nudging him hard. Jim was riding 
very well at this point. 

On the other side of the course, half a 
lap back, Hideaki Suzuki came over the 
start gate bump with his Yamaha 
near-vertical, hit with the throttle on 
and sent a works monoshock 
cartwheeling into the junkpile. Pavel 
Rulev got off his CZ hard about the 
same place with slightly less damage to 
the bike. Both refused to make one of

the many ambulance trips of the day. 
Both of them hurt a bit, though. 

The next lap, Joel went by Hans and 
both went by Pomeroy in one 
prolonged, involved move. Jim admitted 
having trouble holding his line on the 
deeply rutted downhill turns. Joel kept 
coming on strong, without breaking a 
sweat or his stride. Rybaltschenko lost 
his pipe. Harry Everts pointed 
dejectedly at his rear suspension and 
dropped back rapidly. 

Falta's lead had dwindled under 
Bauer's and Robert's continued charge, 
but he was just cruisin” and knew 
exactly what was happening. He opened 
it up just a tad at the “two laps” sign 
and then it was over. Falta had been 
totally impressive all day on a CZ that 
was spot-on. Joel had ‘em scared. Jim 
had scored double-figure GP points. A 
lot of people had reason to feel good. 
Especially the ones who survived the 
Killer Sittendorf course. .

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Spanish GP: 


go 
beats 
Cecotto

MADRID, SPAIN, APR. 20 

Giacomo Agostini, seeking revenge 
for his defeat at the hands of 
19-year-old Venuzuelean Johnny 
Cecotto in the French GP, turned 
the tables on the young South 
American to win the 350cc race at 
the Spanish Grand Prix at the 
Jarama circuit, near Madrid, by 
almost 10 seconds. 

Cecotto’s hopes of repeating his 
250cc class victory were killed early in 
the race when his chain broke, while 
leading. 

Cecotto’s retirement left reigning 
250cc world champion Walter Villa an 
easy task to win the race for 
Harley-Davidson. 

Italy’s third winner of the day was 
Paolo Pileri, on the ultra-quick 
Morbidelli. He headed home world title 
holder Kent Andersson, who was lucky 
even to finish runner-up. 

But the 15,000 Spanish fans who 
watched the races at the trackside, and 
millions more at home, had something 
to cheer about when former world title 
holder Angel Nieto, giving the Van Veen 
Kreidler its racing debut, won the 50cc 
race. 

Cynics claimed that it was a 
reluctance to part with too many 
pesetas that made the Spaniards run 
only these four classes at the Grand 
Prix, but the lack of a 500cc race, two 
days of rain in practice, followed by a 
cold, though dry, race day and live 
television coverage kept the crowd 
count down. 

The speedy Morbidellis of Paulo Pileri 
and Pirpaulo Bianchi hurtled into the 
lead, with Kent Andersson, on the 
under-powered Yamaha water cooled 
twin back in eighth place. 

There hadn’t been a single dry 
practice session, so first time visitors to 
the circuit were immediately at a 
disadvantage. 

Andersson, of course, had been there 
before, and within a lap he pulled 


through to third spot behind the 
Morbidellis, with Yamaha teammate 
Bruno Kneubuhler fourth, Austrian 


Rolf Thiele (Suz) fifth and Claudio 
Lisuardi (Derbi) of Italy sixth. 

A lap later Andersson had split the 
Italian pair, with Kneubuhler still 
fourth, Swede Leif Gustafsson now up 
to fifth spot on his Yamaha, and 
Spaniard Benjamin Grau (Derbi) sixth. 

Andersson chased Pileri hard, and the 
pair pulled well clear of Bianchi, who in 
turn. was now under pressure from 
Kneubuhler and Grau, who was up to 
fifth place by the fourth lap. 

Once Pileri saw the danger from 
Andersson, though, he squirted the 
Morbidelli out of danger. 

After 10 laps, the one third stage, 
Pileri had an eight and one-half seconds 
lead over Andersson, who in turn was 
over 14 seconds clear of Bruno, but that 
margin was rapidly being whittled 
down. 

So far Andersson had set the fastest 
lap of the race, at one minute 51.1 
seconds, some 10 seconds better than 
his fastest practice lap! 

By the halfway mark Pileri was well 
clear of the rest of the pack, with 
Andersson still second, but with both

Kneubuhler and Grau, cheered on by his 
fellow countrymen, hot on his heels. 

Within three laps Grau had passed 
both the Yamaha men, and once in 
front he started to pull clear. But five 
laps from home came drama. 

First Grau pulled out of the race with 
a seized engine. After setting the fastest 
lap of the race, one minute 48.9 
seconds, the little Spanish two stroke 
had cried enough. 

Then, on the same lap Kneubuhler 
crashed, with oil on the rear tyre from 
his Yamaha gearbox. 

Incredibly Andersson, who looked 
unlikely to pull back from fourth place, 
was back in second spot, though now 
almost 20 seconds behind Pileri. 

Bruno remounted, in third place, and 
there he finished. with Bianchi on the 
other Morbidelli fourth, and Gustafsson 
fifth, the only men not to have been 
lapped by Pileri. 

One thing was clear though, and that 
is Yamaha needs to find some extra 
horse power to beat the Morbidellis, and 
both can thank their lucky stars that the 
Derbi is unlikely to race in the 
remaining classics. It looked good 
enough to beat them both. 

Next on the race card came the 
250cc. Quickest in practice by far had 
been reigning champion, Italian Walter 
Villa, with Paolo Pileri, Chas Mortimer, 
Michel Rougerie, and Patrick Pons 
completing the front row of the grid. 

Johnny Cecotto, had slid off his 
Yamaha in the first practice session, 
hurting his hand slightly, but his pride a 
little more. 

Johnny’s crash had come when he 
had tried to outbrake 
master-of-the-crash Patrick Pons, who 
lifted his tally of crashes to five for the 
season, by going motocrossing in the 
350cc session a little later that day! 

But it was Englishman Peter 
McKinley who led the pack off the line, 
with Cecotto on his tail, and Villa third. 

Cecotto moved briefly into the lead, 
and then his chain broke, and McKinley, 
in his first season of Grand Prix racing, 
led the pack for a couple of laps till first 
Yamaha works man Ikujiro Takai, and 
then Walter Villa nipped past. 

Takai was in command for three laps, 
and then Villa decided he had waited 
long enough, and went ahead. Once 
clear the Italian began to extend his 
lead, leaving Takai a comfortable 
second, and the interest falling on the 
battle for third spot between Britain’s 
own Chas Mortimer (Sarome-Danfay- 
Yamaha) Frenchman Patrick Pons 
(Sonauto Yamaha) and the Derbi of 
Spaniard Benjamin Grau. 

Mortimer looked to have things in his 
grasp till his front brake started to fade, 
and Grau, who had passed Pons on the 
24th lap, moved in front of Mortimer a 
lap later. 

The Spanish cheers were cut short 
soon after, as Grau went through to

start his 34th, and penultimate lap, he 
had trouble selecting fifth and sixth 
gears. 

Pons was able to take advantage of 
the Spaniard’s misfortune to regain 
third place, but Mortimer, try as he 
might, could not get ahead. 

But just when Pons had thought he 
was to be third home, came an 
unexpected bonus. Takai, on the works 
Yamaha seized his water cooled twin 
just as he started his last lap, and pulled 
out. 

Villa went on to a comfortable win 
on the Harley-Davidson, over 80 
seconds clear of Pons. 

Sixth home was Michel Rougerie, on 
the other Harley-Davidson. Poor Michel 
had had to work hard for his 
championship points. Though on the 
front row of the starting grid, he had 
failed to push the H-D into life at the 
first attempt and had been one of the 
last away. 

Rougerie, in turn was chased home 
by fiery Ulsterman Tom Herron and 
Peter McKinley, whose early pace had 
been blunted by a loose clip on 
handlebar that had crushed his thumb 
against the petrol tank everytime he 
braked, and disappeared into the fairing 
everytime he accelerated hard! Round 
the twisty Jarama circuit there is plenty 
of stopping and starting, too! 

Finally it was the 350s. Agostini had 
been in a cheerful, joking mood all 
weekend, despite the rain. He knew that 
revenge was near! 

Again Peter McKinley found the twist 
and turns of this Spanish circuit to his 
liking. He led the pack for two laps, 
with Agostini on his tail, young 


Frenchman Gerard Choukroun third, 









Victor Palomo fourth, Kanaya fifth and 
Cecotto sixth. 

McKinley hit ignition problems, 
though, and Agostini blasted clear to 
disappear over the horizon, leaving his 
rivals struggling. 


Cecotto finally fought his way 
through to second place by the end of 
the seventh lap, but there was a clear 
road ahead of him to Agostini, and he 
still had 31 laps left to try it in. 

Try as he might, though, and Cecotto 
did try, he couldn’t catch Ago. 

The South American had some small 
consolation, in the fact that he set the 
fastest lap of the race, one minute 39.6 
seconds, but the man of the meeting 
was still Ago. 

Kanaya grabbed third place after 
more than an hour’s racing, and Palomo, 
in great pain, was fourth, but only they 
escaped being lapped by Ago. 

The meeting was all over by one 
o’clock, and maybe that was a good 
thing! Not one of the greatest ever 
“classics.” e

the Scratch Main. 

It was the best Ferrell has looked im 
some time, showing aggressiveness in 
every tum. In his first Handicap Heat, 
he was scrapping his way from the 40 
when he tried to wedge his way 
underneath Ed Williams. They collided 
and Williams caromed into the wall 
where he badly sprained his ankle. 

When the restart came, Ferrell was 
every bit as tenacious as he drove hard 
for the victory over Mike Konle and 
Mike Bast. In their next encounter, the 
Handicap Semi, Ferrell again beat Mike 
Bast down to the wire of the five lap 
event with Konle this time taking third, 
putting them all into the final. 

Meanwhile, from the other heats 
came Jeff Sexton, Phil Moon and Rick 
Woods. Rick had started the night with 
a wild last turn pass of Moon on the 
outside. Sexton advanced with a 
fantastic drive out of his heat in which 
he took over the lead from the 40 just 
six turns into the race. Jeff then came 
back in the Semi with the win over 
Moon and Woods. 

The track had unbelievable traction 
on both the inside and outside. Wheel 
stands occurred all over, both in the 
turns and on the straights. Bob 
Schwartz, riding his first Scratch, nearly 
lost it coming onto the front straight 
while in contention for second and 
nearly went into the wall. Somehow he 
saved it although it seemed that for half 
a lap the bike was taking him for the 
ride. 

Mike Curoso defeated Steve Nutter in 
the second Scratch Heat before Billy 
Gray got the crowd crazy with the win 
in the third. Woods and Konle fought 
extremely hard for the transfer spot and 
Woods got there first when Konle lost 
control in turn two and nearly put his 
leg through the wall. 

Mike Konle took to the Feature 
Match race against previous week’s rival 
Sonny Nutter and literally blasted his 
way to the win, forcing Nutter wide in 
turn four of lap one. 


Then came the Handicap Main and 
Ferrell was ready. Phil Moon, from the 
10, led early but it was Dubb and Mike 
Bast charging hard from the rear. It 
didn’t take them long to catch Moon 
and put him behind them in their race. 
Ferrell, however, did it first and while 
Bast was trying to do it too, Ferrell 
stretched his lead which was cut down 
to 10 feet at the checkered. 

In their fourth and final faceoff of 
the night, Bast finally defeated Ferrell 
in the Scratch Main after four very tight 
laps. Curoso never really was in 
contention and took third after Gray 
crashed and finished fourth. 


Second Division honors went to Max 
Koemans, who drove out the outside all 
the way to win it. Dean Foreman was 
second and Dan Fishburn third. 


Costa Mesa, California 
May 2, 1975 


Mike Bast, two-time holder of the 
United States title, won the Scratch Main 
at Costa Mesa for the second time this 
season. His win over Jeff Sexton was 
close as older brother Steve pushed hard 
to overtake both. The fourth rider, Bill 
Gray, now has earned his way into two 
Scratch Main Events this season, leading 
the race for a lap until his enthusiasm 
got the best of him and he slid out. 


Big Mike Konle, owner of Redline 
Racing Frames, spent some time this 
winter working on a swingarm frame for 
his Speedway bike and for the past few 
weeks has been working out the bugs. 
This night he earned his way into the 
Handicap Main, then running against 
Mike Bast, Konle held his own for his 
first victory of the year. 


Sonny Nutter, riding for KEZY radio 
and his own shop in Santa Monica called 
Speedway Only, picked up his first win 
of the 1975 season in a two lap Match 
Race against the new United States 
Speedway Champ, Steve Bast. 


Division Three honors went to Ken 
Best who managed to keep out in front 
of the field all the while avoiding fallen 
riders for his first win at Costa Mesa. 
Then during the trophy awards set a 
new record for the kiss leaving the 
young miss wobbly and rubber-legged. 





Bakersfield, California 
May 3, 1975 

Jeff Sexton, who has been getting a 
reputation for coming in second to the 
Bast Brothers, did a tum around 
Saturday night at Bakersfield winning 
the Scratch Main in a four lap duel that 
saw Jeff outgate Mike Bastand beat him 
into turn one. Jeff never looked back 
once for an outstanding ride to the 
checkered flag. Alan Christian, Northern 
California’s Number One rider, came in 
third just ahead of Steve Nutter. 

The little Italian, Mike Curoso put 
Sonny Nutter away in the. Purple 
Helmet Match Race running his string to 
three victorious rides in a row. 

Larry Huffman, the Voice of 
Speedway, made his first appearance at 
Bakersfield taking over the announcing 
chores for the night. To put it mildly, 
he got a reaction. nie job.) 

Six men for five laps in the Handicap 
Main Event could have come out on top 
in this event. It was so close it was not 


until the third lap that Brian 
“Thumper” Short took his lead out toa 
safe margin. 


Ventura Fairgrounds will open its 
speedway show this Tuesday night 
giving us four nights of speedway in the 
Southland. 

All of us in speedway were saddened 
to hear of the passing of DeWayne 
Keeter. DeWayne was one of the stars of 
speedway in the late 60s and early 70s, 
going to Europe several times 


representing the United States. His fatal 
accident at Ascot has left a void that 
will be hard to fill. Our deepest regrets 
go out to his wife and family. o

1975. At the time he was doing 
what he liked to do more than 
almost anything else in this world: 


racing his Bultaco in the Great 
Bear Grand Prix. Marvin was not a 
sentimentalist. He did not want 
either a funeral or a memorial 


service. I am sure that he would not 
appreciate any sloppy tribute from me, 
so I am going to respect his wishes. But 
I would like to tell some of you who 
may have met him only once or twice or 
seen his name on a results sheet 
something of what he was like, because 
people will be mentioning him for a 
long time to come. 

Although it seems sometimes like I’ve 
been on the desert racing scene forever, 
I actually arrived at the tail end of 
Marvin’s racing career, some five or six 
years ago. At that time I was just kind 
of dipping my big toe in the waters of 
the racing scene, trying to decide if I 
would like it or not. It seemed like the 
thing to do was join a club, so my wife 
and I poked around various pits. Then 
one day we happened to come to a Red 
Dot race, the Mother’s Day Function. 

The Red Dot’s Mother’s Day race was 
like nothing. else in the desert. From the 
obscene outhouses, papered with 
Playboy centerfolds, to the double-take 
finishing pins, to the blast of heavy rock 
sound coming out of the Red Dot pits 
to the sweet odor of Mexican tobacco 
wafting over from the Red Dot 
campfires, it was apparent that this was 
a different club. What they believed in 
was fun. And right at the epicenter of 
the Red Dots was Marv Le Blanc. We 
were hooked right then and there. 

But, let’s back up a little. The Red 
Dots didn’t start until the early 60’s, 
but Marvin's racing career started all the 
way back in 1949 with Indy type cars. 
Marv went back to Indianapolis that 
year with A.J. Watson and qualified as 
first alternate, 34th in a 33-car field. 
That was as close as he ever got to the 
Indy 500 as a driver, but then he started 
building fiberglas bodies for the cars and 
one year built bodies for 29 out of the 
33 cars, according to his closest buddy, 
Mike Burns. When that enterprise 








petered out, he built spear guns for 
scuba divers, and then differentials for 
racing cars. And of course since he had 
the bug, he kept on racing sprint cars 
himself in the L.A. area. 

Marvin got into motorcycles by an 
odd route, on board a Zundapp with a 
sidecar, which was eventually updated 
(?) with a Jawa. Fortunately, before any 
more were added to that parade of easy 
winners, Doug Yerkes came along. 
Marvin had a grin that showed 73 teeth 
all at once. Nobody, including Doug, 
could resist him. Yerkes started 
furnishing him with motorcycles and 
parts and never could break the habit. 
Even after he got out of the Bultaco 
business, he somehow managed to keep 
Marvin supplied with a stream of 
“almost” new parts. For his part of it, 
Marvin did manage a fairly steady 
stream of sidehack victories, most 
notably at Corriganville. 

Although he never quite got out of 
sidehack racing, Marvin’s interest 
gradually shifted to solo machines, 
helped along no doubt by several scary 
crashes on the sidehack. Marvin took 
racing very seriously, but because he 
was always clowning around, politicing 
for one thing or another or trying to 
promote some new scam, that fact was 
often obscured. It was like Jack Benny 
with his violin or Phyllis Diller with the 
piano, both of whom are accomplished 
musicians who can never be reckoned as 
such, because merely seeing them 
reminds you of something funny that 
they did. Last year, at age 48, Marvin 
held No. 53 in the desert, which is no 
mean accomplishment. 

“Paying your dues,” might be called 
the desert riders’ eleventh 
commandment, but for Marv it was 
more like the first commandment. He 
really believed it, and he tried to live by 
it. To him, “paying your dues” meant 
getting out once a year and helping to 
put on a race. This put Marvin in a 
difficult position a lot of times. The 
type of club members he attracted to 
the Red Dots (and he did do most of 





the attracting!) were mostly fun-loving 
party types, for whom the trophy 
presentation (combined with a beer 
party, natcherly) was more important 
than the race. Marvin always talked like 
the party was the most important thing, 
but when it came to the nitty-gritty, 
he’d put on the race all by himself if he 
had to. And a couple of years, it just 
about came to that. 

The highest compliment that anyone 
could pay the club (and Marvin, because 
he was 100 percent associated with the 
club) was, “It was a good race and 
everybody had a good time!” To make 
sure this compliment was earned, 
Marvin came up with one idea after 
another either did it himself, or talked 
someone else into doing it. Most of the 
neat things the Red Dots have done 
from the tons of merchandise that has 
been given away to the work-of-art race 
posters, Marvin had some kind of hand 
in. He personally laid out most of the 
courses, and of course took a good share 
of the blame for a couple of pretty 
spectacular foul-ups. Although he was 
usually the quintessence of practicality, 
he could occasionally get lost in the 
glory of the Grand Design. I can still 
remember (with more than a little 
horror!) the night he proposed to run a 
race in a “figure eight” with the guys 
going one direction in a deep trench 
that we were going to dig, while the 
guys going the other way would jump 
the trench from a small launching ramp! 

There was one other Red Dot project 
which was high on Marvin’s list of 
personal priorities, and that was the 
annual Easter Morning picnic. The 
picnic was a chance for the wives and 
girl friends to get together in a 
non-motorcycle atmosphere for one 
Sunday a year and for all the kids to get 
together and play. Marvin had nine kids 
of his own (all their names start with 
“J”), and there were a good many who 
might have adopted him if they had had 
the opportunity. Marvin organized 
bicycle races for them, tug-of-wars, bag 
races, and God knows what else, and 
almost every kid won something on 
Easter. I’ve never been much for picnics, 
but Marvin had a way of exercising 
some very subtle pressures on people, 
and over the years, without really 
knowing how it came about, I came to 
realize that for a Red Dot, the Easter 
picnic was more important than Easter 
mass for a Catholic. 

I have spoken several times of 
Marvin's “racing career”, and in fact he 
has been so dedicated to racing that it 
has seemed much like a career, but in 
fact it was only his hobby. He was 
always an amateur. Professionally, he 
was a fireman with the LAFD. He 
completed 20 years and was retired on 
disability after an injury sustained while 
he was dragging some people out of a 
burning house. 

Marvin's fire department years were 
not totally happy. My feeling from 
knowing Marvin is that by nature he was 
on the conservative side, but his sense of 
fair play often got him espousing a 
liberal cause. When the fire department 
was dragged kicking and screaming into 
the twentieth century by way of 
integration, Marvin befriended the first 
black fireman, and thereby earned a 
large measure of hate from some of his 
white co-firemen. This bothered him a 
lot because he really wanted to be loved 
by everybody, but he didn’t back off. 
Marvin lived in a low-income, 
predominantly Chicano neighborhood. 
Every time his kid’s bicycles weren’t 
chained to a post, they got ripped off. 
But Marv spent some of the last weeks 
of his life working with the Board of 
Education trying to set up bilingual 
classes in the local schools. Marvin and 
his family spent their summers and 
vacations in Mexico, and he was able to 
differentiate, in his head and heart, the 
problems of Spanish-speaking students 
from the activities of Spanish-speaking 
thieves, which is damned hard to do, 
sometimes. Especially when you haven’t 
got the money to buy your kid another 
bicycle. 

Marvin and Ispent a good part of last 
year sharing an intense hatred of 





Richard Nixon, but as we listened to the 
news from Watergate in Marvin’s 
basement workshop, Marvin voiced a 
despair sometimes that I could never 
quite understand. “Pd like to have just 
one hour with a flight of B-52’s and a 
load of hydrogen bombs,” he said on 
several occasions. “That's the only way 
to deal with this country!” This wasn't 
entirely consistent with a house that 
was always filled with his friends and his 
kid's friends, and which always seemed 
a bit happier than most houses because 
the Christmas tree lights were left on 
year-round, but I never questioned it 
because I didn’t believe that a person 
had to be 100 percent consistent. 

Probably the saddest thing Marvin 
experienced in the last few years 
happened last fall when the Red Dots 
voted not to ask for a race date this 
year. The club was at an all-time low, 
both in enthusiasm and membership, 
and putting on a race didn't seem 
possible. The Dusters took over the 
traditional Red Dot date, Mother's Day, 
May 11. The Dusters have been good 
friends of the Red Dots, and when they 
heard the news of Marvin's death they 
immediately offered the proceeds from 
their race to help Betty and the kids. 1 
hope all you desert racers and enduro 
riders who knew Marvin will come out 
and support that event. May 11. 

Last year at Christmas time, whoever 
did the Red Dot minutes wrote one of 
those joke Christmas present lists. The 
present they suggested for Marvin was, 
“A younger body to match his spirit.” 
Yes.

Roberts wins

Jorgensen. A near capacity crowd 
came along to see if Roberts could 
avenge his poor showing in last 
September’s Ascot National. 


Jorgensen failed to show for the first 
time this year and Allison broke his 
engine for the second straight week. 
Roberts was in better shape than 
expected prior to the Main Event. He 
whipped out the fastest time trial for 
openers. Roberts won his heat, but he 
was pushed in four of the five laps by 
Eddie Wirth who had upset ideas while 
turning in his best heat race ride of the 
season. Roberts broke away on the final 
lap to wrap it up, again with the fastest 
time of the night. 

The next test for the two time Grand 
National Champ, riding in his first big 
bike oval race since last year, was the 
Trophy Dash. His challengers were three 
rookies. 

Skip Aksland, one of Kenny’s many 
so called pupils, was one. Arizona, for 
the first time ever, had two riders in the 
Dash with Rick Kraft and Art 
Fredenburg. 

Kraft was the only rider to come 
close as Roberts gave another lesson in 
how to ride Ascot. But Kraft leamed 
something that he would put to good 
use later in the evening. 

Kraft got the lead in the Main Event 
with Roberts behind in fourth at the 
first turn. Roberts moved up to third at 
the end of the first round. On the 
second lap he blew by his former 
teammate, Gene Romero who had been 
beaten in the heat race by Kraft. 

By this time Kraft had a sizeable lead 
and “Upset” written all over his number 
plates. When was the last time a rookie 
who failed to win a Main Event as a 
Junior ever beat the Champ? Kraft held 
on, but by the end of lap seven Roberts 
was a few feet back and looking for an 
opening on the youngster who was using

every groove on the track trying to stay 
in front. 

On lap eight Kenny shot inside and 
took over. But the race was far from 
over, as it was apparent that Kraft was 
tiring and losing some of his rear tire 
tread. 

Romero was having his hands full 
trying to hold off rookies, Aksland and 
Walt Foster. But Gene was also closing 
fast on Kraft. 

With four laps to go it was a four 
rider tire-rubber for second. Romero 
grabbed it off on lap 12 and Aksland 
moved by Kraft on the next lap to take 
third with Foster right behind. 

But Aksland, who has developed a 
late lap style ala-Tom Rockwood, this 
year, also wanted Romero, so did 
Foster. With one lap left, Aksland 
moved into second. The race was now 
for fourth with Kraft holding Foster by 
inches. 

As Roberts took the checkers Kraft 
and Foster were coming off the far turn. 
Apparently contact was made as Foster 
drove to the inside, yards away from the 
finish. 

Kraft went down. His machine hit the 
wall and bounced into the air and back 
across the track. DeWayne Keeter, 
running in sixth, hit the machine full 
bore. 

Kraft’s bike literally disintegrated in 
mid-air. The gas tank burst, spraying 
fuel clear into the inside of the 
crashwall. Ron Powell also went down 
in the wreckage that took up much of 
the front straightaway. 

Kraft later walked away. Powell was 
taken to Harbor General and released 
later that night with cracked ribs. 

DeWayne was first taken to Gardena 
hospital and later transferred to Harbor 
where he succumbed to head injuries at 
2:00 a.m. on Saturday morning. 

Keeter was a many year veteran of 
Ascot who year after year finished in 








the top 10 in the final standings. He 
took one year off to compete in 
Speedway racing in America and 
England but returned to his first love, 
half-mile racing. He was also the Ascot 
point champion one season. 

The Junior final was a near repeat 
from the week before, only this time 
there was a third bidder for the win. 

Steve Eklund, Dan McWhorter and 
Mark Smith. All three won their heat 
races. After three laps in the final the 
race was stopped due to a crash by 
Randy Roderick. McWhorter was 
leading at the time with Eklund second, 
Smith third. 


The single file restart on the fourth 
lap again found McWhorter in front and 
another battle to the finish was 
expected. But McWhorter’s engine went 
sour on the eighth lap while he was 
leading and he pulled off. Smith tried to 
win his first Main Event but Eklund, 
who was turned back two weeks ago for 
the first time, zeroed in and held him 
off for his third victory in four tries. 
Doug Garrison came from the back to 
take third with Frankie Adamo running 
his best-ever for fourth. 

The Pete Pistone Bultaco again was 
the only non-Yamaha to get through the 
heats and Semis to the Novice Main. 
Ricky Graham put it into the number 
two starting stall alongside undefeated, 
Ted Davidson. 

Vince Mead, King of the area 
Sportsmen races, lined up third and was 
running hot. But not hot enough. 

Mead got to the corner first ahead of 
Davidson with Graham buried back in 
the pack. 

Vince held off the top Novice for 
four laps before wobbling on one tum, 
it was all Davidson needed to zip into 
the lead for another win. Mead held 
onto second but Graham had to work 
all the way to the flag to finally end up 
in third. Rob Murray had his best night 
and marked himself as a rider to watch 
as he took fourth, after starting in the 
back row. 

Ascot now enters its final two weeks 
of regular Friday night half-mile racing. 
May 16th is a Regional $3,000-plus 
event with Michigan’s Corky Keener 
heading up the field of challengers. e

Upland, Eisenhower, and a combination 
of Hemet and San Jacinto for the “A” 
division. In the “B” league there is 
North, Palm Springs, Rubidoux, and 
Montclair. Alta Loma, Poly, Chino and 
Corona make up the “C” league. The 
remaining two are “D” with Norte 
Vista, Arlington, Bloomington, and 
Pomona, and “E” with Notre Dame, La

The first section struggled for top 
honors May 2, with North taking the 
victory by only two points over the 
powerful Upland team.

The Yamaha 125 Y-Z, though | 





very refined in many areas for its 
medium price tag, still suffers 
from a few production cop outs. 


The 125 Y-Z engine is probably 
the hottest 125 in its class, but it 
still has a long way to go before it 
reaches perfection. The two main 
problem areas are the cylinder and pipe, 
both, tough well-designed, still are not 
where it’s at for a winning TT scramble, 
or MX machine. 

The stock cylinder 

If you have ever looked at the 
cylinder base gasket area (where the 
transfer ports meet the transfer cavities 
in the crankcase) you’d almost have to 
notice that Yamaha’s nifty tricky 125 
doesn’t exactly come with this area 
matched. In fact, they are usually off by 
an easy 200 to 250 thousandths on the 
exhaust and intake facing 
edges...honest! Even if this is the 
only modification you felt like trying 
after reading this article, you'd be 
running a horsepower stronger or the 
equivalent of one or two bike lengths 
faster at the end of a fourth or fifth gear 
straightaway. (See Figure III) 

The transfer to exhaust timing as in 
most MX engines, is more or less a com- 
promise. The Y-Z suffers from too 
much exhaust lead to have adequate low 
speed grunt for tight tracks and insuffi- 
cient brute horsepower to pull any sort 
of high gearing for the wide open tracks. 

The barrel is unlike most motocross 
bikes in that it doesn’t have a reboreable 
liner. The plated bore/aluminum 
cylinder might not sound a bit like the 
hot set-up for some of you old Lunger 
pilots out there. But, in perspective the 
plated/aluminum cylinder really is the 
hot set-up! The Y-Z was intended for 
racing, not for trips back and forth to 
the store, etc. The average purchaser 
will probably use his Y-Z approximately 
one to two hours per week, which 
comes to roughly 100 hours a year. So 
even if the cylinder only lasted 150 to 
.200 hours, you'd be getting an awful lot 

24 of racing in during that time. 





The purpose for the plated/aluminum 
barrel is twofold: (1) the cylinder 
weighs about half of its cast 
iron/aluminum counterpart, and (2) the 
plated/aluminum barrel dissipates heat 
considerably faster and because of this 
will distort far less. The cooler running 
and the more concentric seal on the 
rings add up to more ponies and 
relatively longer engine life. , 

As far as I’m concerned, there is only 
one problem with a plated/aluminum 
barrel, and that’s porting. The chances 
of changing port sizes and 
configurations and having some of the 
plating flake off on a feather edge are 
very high. In fact, a lot higher than most 
shops will admit. Because of this fact 
the Y-Z must be piston ported. That is, 
the transfer and exhaust port-timing 
must be changed on the piston rather 
than on the cylinders ports. Figures “I” 
A and B show the necessary piston 
modifications that are to take place for 
TT scrambles and MX racers. 

The piston will also receive an 
elongated hole on the intake side to 
help equalize crankcase and reed area 
pressures as well as help the crankcase 
to feed the rear boost port. This 
modification helps the low and middle 
RPM horsepower, with very little 
change in high RPM horsepower. 

When all the illustrated modifications 
have been completed polish the piston 
crown to prevent carbon buildup, 
excessive surface drag, and promote 
better heat dissipation by keeping the 
piston crown’s boundary layer down to 
a minimum. 

Figures II-A and B show the cylinder 
modifications that will complement the 
piston modifications, and can be done 
without danger of scraping your plated 
liner. 

Resonate pipe 

The stock pipe, while being an 
interesting piece of equipment, is not 
really the hottest set-up around. The 





the piston 


front cone has been designed to give a 
very brief but powerful low pressure 
wave back to the cylinder to help 
scavenge the fresh fuel/air charge. The 
system works great at high speeds when 
you're trying to dump large quantities 
of gases in a very short amount of time. 
However, if 1 remember correctly, the 
Y-Z was intended for motocross and a 
little tractability never hurt in this form 
of racing. 

My latest designs for the Y-Z both 
have a little longer low pressure wave 
pulse, but, either one will out-perform 
the stock Y-Z pipe at high RPMs. This 
might sound like a paradox at first, but 
it really isn't. Although the first cone 
went slightly torquer, the rest of the 
(Spec. “A”) pipe went a little more on 
the trick side of scale, and for the (Spec. 
“B”) pipe I pulled out all the stops to 
squeeze out every pony the engine can 
handle. (Figure IV) 

We chose to use an Exduser silencer 
for the present time, mainly to get 
under the legal AMA decibel limit. We 
felt that with the Tunable Reed model 
we could get closer to the legal Db limit 
than probably any other silencer on the 
market, without going over it. 

Reed valve 

The standard Y-Z reed valve works 
fine under all RPM ranges, for all you 
academic trivia collectors. It’s the same 
one used with the 1972 360 MXs. There 
is a spacer plate available to adapt the 
MX 125 and 175 to use this reed, but a 
three-eighth piece of phenalic will 
accomplish the same task. The modified 
Y-Z port specifications will work great 
on non-Y-Zs, but the port should be 
raised to the equivalent of what would 
be removed from the piston crown. Also 
make the center section of the pipes 
1.250 inches longer to correct for some 
of the internal engine superiorities that 
the Y-Z incorporates. 

Gearing 

With the added H.P. and RPM, you’ll 
be able to cover a lot more ground a lot 
faster than before. You'll find, however, 
for tracks with fairly long straightaways 
you'll need to go up a tooth or two on 
the countershaft. I’d suggest using the 
extra grunt power instead of the RPM 
which will be gained, to reach higher 
top speeds. The added RPM span will 
come in handy for those short straight 
passes and for tricky sections where 
shifting doesn't always make it. 

Ignition 

The Y-Z ignition is definitely a fine 
unit. It's very hard to foul, and has a 
very light flywheel to keep the inertial 
weight way down. I haven't experienced 
any problems with the C.D. dropping 
off at high RPMs, as with Suzukis and 
Kawasakis, etc. We have found in a 
series Of field tests that the connecting 
rod drops off long before any high 
speed spark disorders arise. 

“Go-Fast coatings” 

On D & A Enterprises’ Y-Z we 
completely disassembled the engine and 
had the rotating parts coated with 
Kalgards “Fa Lube” and the stationary 
parts with heat dissipating “Gun Kote.” 
The results added a big plus to the 
horsepower situation and the change in 
head temperature was nothing short of 
dramatic. The bike was able to hold its 
horsepower even during the hottest days 
we tested it. 

Carburetion 

Most 125 Y-Zs we have run across are 
jetted slightly on the rich side from the 
factory. This, if intentional, is to help 
keep engine temperatures down and 
lower the peak RPM slightly. With the 
increased flow of the added porting and 
more efficient (Spec. “A”) exhaust our 
stock jetting on two of the three bikes 
we tried worked out perfectly and the 
remaining bike required an increase of 
one step on the main. With the (Spec. 
“A”) pipe and a couple of other non 
MX tricks, we were required to go a

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notch higher with the needle and to the 
next size main. 
Where and how to get the goodies

A howling good time 
at the Lame Puppy

RED MOUNTAIN, CAL., MAY 4 

The second annual Lame Puppy 
Enduro, sponsored by the United 
Racing Association, attracted 
nearly a thousand riders to 
Charlie’s Place, deep in the heart of the 
Mojave Desert's Red Mountain area. The 
URA members, a club composed of 50 
enthusiasts and their families, combined 
their organizational efforts with the 
communications crew of the IRRC 
(International Racing Radio Crew) and 
the SSR (Service Search and Rescue) to 
pull off the largest enduro so far. 

The popularity of family type 
enduros, or rather enduros that include 
a loop that weekend trail riders could 
enjoy, continues its upward spiral. The 
URA, after attracting roughly 500 
entries to last year's event, ordered 800 
finisher pins for this year's run. That 
was before the floodtide of entries 
began three weeks ago. A quick reorder 
did not arrive in time and finishers 
signed up at the URA trailer for their 
pins to be sent to them. 

The course, which covered nearly 100 
miles of desert trails, sandwashes, hills, 
and rocks, was divided into three loops. 
The first loop was intended for the 
weckend trail rider and was a 15-18 
mph jog through the brush. The first 
loop was also the only loop for Powder 
Puff and 16 and under riders. Loop two 
was more challenging with the biggest 
changes in elevation (1,500 ft.) 
occurring in its route. Loop two was 
considered to be a challenge for C class 
riders and interesting to the more 
experienced B and A riders. The third 
loop was the men and boys divider with 
its marrow canyons, rocky steps 254 
deep sand. = 

Twelve checks manned by URA and 
IRRC Peisonnel inarked time cards and 
gave directions. Injuries were at a 
minimum with less than 10 treated by 
the SSR. 

Results, as usual with an event as 
large as the Lame Puppy, will not be 
final for two or three weeks and any 
speculation as to who won what would 
only cause confusion later on. 

The URA is planning a sweep and 
clean up ride this weekend and any help 
would be appreciated. s

The Gila Bend GP: 


Light at the 
end of the 
tunnel race 


By Philip Briggs 


GILA BEND, ARIZ., APR. 13 

“Riding up to the tunnel you 
couldn’t see anything, just a dark 
and dusty hole. Inside, for maybe 
50 yards, or so you could see 
riders cause their helmets seemed 
to glow. After that it was pitch 
black, and the noise, dust and 
smoke were overpowering. I eased 
over to the edge and put my right elbow 
up against the wall, and felt my way 
slowly along, slipping the clutch. I'd 
bump into other bikes and/or riders and 
wait a bit to see if they were moving — 
if not I'd creep around them and then 
go back to the wall. I didn’t think much 
about it at the time, but if some 
claustrophobic had gone berserk in 
there, it would have been a real mess. 
Anyhow I crept along for a long time, 
maybe three — four minutes before I 
could finally see the light at the end of 
the tunnel.” 

Pm drinking a beer, talking with Ed 
about his impressions of the Gila Bend 
Grand Prix. We'd both come down for 
Arizona's first Grand Prix; a three loop, 
75 mile race starting in town with a trail 
composed of virgin desert, sandwashes, 
and a little road. Ed had come to ride, 
Pd come to watch. Before the race was 
over we were both watching. “We were 
out on the open desert. The trail was 
real dusty, and crossed lots of little 
washes, you know, those that are just a 
line of low bushes. 1 was off the trail on 
the windward side trying to stay out of 
the dust, and had slowed way down for 
the first few washes, but they were just 
little dips. 1 was getting back up to 
speed, maybe 45 — 50 mph in fourth 
when I saw another wash. As the others 
were so small, I just let the bike 
accelerate. By the time I could see the 
hole it was too late. I knew I wasn’t 
going to make it, but I pretended. When I 
got up, there were stars bursting 
everywhere I looked. My first thought 
was to pick the bike up and go, but I 
figured I'd better wait till things settled 
down. After a few minutes of fiddling 
the bike started, but the crash had 
jammed the forks at full compression. I 
popped the front wheel till it unstuck. 
On the second loop the front tire blew 
in another hole, and the forks collapsed, 
so I hung it up.” 

Down at the other end of town, 
friend Mike has set up the lawn chairs, 
beer, and lunch at the fork of a 
y-intersection. The racers shut down 
from a four block drag through town 


and take the left fork off the pavement 
onto the dirt and under a railroad 
bridge. One, apparently riding faster 
than he thinks, can’t decide which fork 
to take, splits the difference and slides 
to a stop 10 feet from the picnic. 
Except for Mike, the picnic panics, but 
then Mike had no choice as the fellow 
pushing his wheel chair had split. 

Back in our pits, Bob who has 
obviously hung it up, is downing some 
lunch. As he forks down some potato 
salad his elbow drips blood — about 
eight square inches of road rash show. 
“Fall down?” I ask. “Yah, little too 
much front brake on gravely comer on 
the pavement. Course, I wouldn’t have 
done that except for the fact that my 
brake pedal was bent way up from 
hitting a log.” “Log?” “Yah, maybe 
part of a powerpole, anyhow, I was 
smoking down a dirt road when it 
appeared from out of the dust right in 
front of me. Though I had it missed, but 
I just caught it with the rear wheel. 
Rode the front wheel for aways before 
it went over. Later the rear tire went 
flat.” “Eh!” 

Standing at the home check watching 
tired riders slither to a stop on the dusty 
pavement, get punched, and drag out 
for the last lap, talking to an old timer. 
“Worst broken leg Pve ever seen. There 
was a big pileup just past the railroad 
bridge, the first of the old timers wave. 
Ten, 12 guys down. They all got up and 
rode off but this guy. His foot was 
completely backwards, the sole torn off 
his boot. Bad.” 

A rather portly fellow slides up to his 
pit next to home check, takes on gas, 
water and goggles and roars off. He's got 
his own personalized jersey with the 
name on back, S. Hunky, huh funny 
name. 

Things are quieting down now, and 
pickups are arriving with loads of dusty, 
battered bikes. Talking with Jerry 
Brandon, a 250 Expert, who has 
finished third overall, “It wasn’t a real 
tough ride all together. The worst was in 
the first five miles. I passed most of the 
125 Experts in there on the start.” “Is 
that Husky GP that much faster in the 
rough?” I ask. “No, not so much that, it 
was them falling down — the washouts 
and holes were marked with bumbling 
bikes and riders. I’d be catching one, 
and he'd go tumbling off, Pd slow 
down, make it, catch another, he’d fly 


off. Was easy.” 
Drifting through the pits I find 
Richard, dusty, smiling. “Finish?” 


“Yep.” “Fall down, see any crashes?” 
“Nope, no, had a good time. Bitchin’ 
ride. I liked the first lap best, passed a 
lot of people.

“Nobody wanted fairings in 1967, 
but today fairings are a part of 
American motorcycling. I believe 
the Windjammer made the fairing 


market in this country; it made 
fairings acceptable.” 

Craig William Vetter is 32, self 
assured, an extremely talented and 
foresighted designer, and, in the final 
analysis, probably correct in his opinion 
of the impact of the Windjammer on the 
American fairing market. 

He has, in his eight years on the 
motorcycle: scene, been responsible for 
enough innovative practices (among 
them the pioneering of the use of heavy 
gauge ABS plastic for the manufacture 
of fairings and other components) to 
claim, without boastfulness, a 
significant “place in the history of 
American motorcycling.” 

The driving force behind Vetter is the 
need to be, as his company motto 
states, “the first to do it right.” In this 
respect everything that is built by the 
Vetter Fairing Company (which with 
Vetter Design, Vetter International, and 
Vetter Plastics make up the Vetter 
Corporation) is looked upon as a 
constant series of improvements over 
the previous product. It is this emphasis 


on being the best, on providing quality 
and the little extra touches, that has 
earned Vetter the top spot in a 
competitive and growing market. 


In order to understand a little more 
about the man from whose mind came 
the Windjammer fairing series (and the 
Series 1000 and Phantom before it), 
little niceties like Hippo Hands and the 
Rainy Day Fender, the all new (and 
innovative) Terraplane sidecar, the Blue 
Max fairing for BMW owners and 
outside design products that produced 
the Harley-Davidson 74 Liberator 
fairing and the Triumph Hurricane, 
Cycle News cornered Craig for several 
hours of his time. Actually what we did 
was. offer him a respite from the 
question and answer atmosphere of his 
display in the Houston Trade Show in 
return for a quieter question and answer 
atmosphere in the Cycle News 
motorhome. 


Vetter’s entry into the motorcycling 
scene took place 1967, although it was a 
trip to Aspen, Colorado for a design 
conference, after his graduation from 








the University of Illinois’ School of 
Design in 1965, that set the course. 

It was his first long trip, although he 
had been a bike rider for many years. It 
opened his eyes to the problems of the 
long distance rider and the person who 
uses a motorcycle as his main mode of 
transportation. 

“I quickly: realized the need for a 
fairing. I also realized that there wasn’t 
anything on the market that I felt worth 
having. So I spent the winter of 1966-67 
designing the Series 1000 fairing.” With 
an $80 loan from a girlfriend Craig 
Vetter was in business. Or so he figured. 

“The Series 1000 was what 1 thought 
a fairing should be; unfortunately the 
customers had other ideas. 1 was a little 
off on the market.” 

It was also his baptism into the world 
of big business-or any business for that 
matter. “I got into trouble fast because 
Pd never been in business before and 
didn't really know the procedures for 
manufacturing and marketing a product. 
It took about three years to get the ball 
really rolling.” 

It was during this interim period that 
he took on an outside design project 
that led to the Triumph Hurricane, an 
exercise in the creation of a 
street/cafe/chopper/individualized bike 
based on the BSA Rocket-3. “The 
Hurricane was a commercial chopper 
that made the chopper respectable. It 
was the right bike for the right time 
(when it was designed in 1969), but it 
was too late for the market by the time

the British built it (1972).” There was 
also a Triumph Bonneville project 
(1972) that was to be called the 
Bonneville TT and incorporated, 
according to Vetter, many unique 
features which he was reluctant to 


discuss. The project never made it to the 


market place because of financial 
problems that the British company 
began to experience. 

In 1970 he was chosen by a panel of 
distinguished design educators as the 
recipient of the seventh commission in 
ALCOA’s (Aluminum Company of 
America) ‘‘Ventures In Design” 
program. The program was a concept 
created to recognize the work of young 
professional designers of ability and 
promise. His award winning project was 
a still water aerator,a device designed as 
a temporary method of preventing the 
destruction of slow moving streams and 
ponds through manmade pollutants by 
replenishing the oxygen supply so that 
it will sustain the animal life needed to 
keep the water fresh, 

Also during this period Vetter began 
to plan for a change from the 
conventional fairing material to 
something better suited. In the 
beginning all Vetter fairings were made 
from fiberglass like everyone else’s. The 
tooling was done by Vetter, but the 
work was jobbed out to local fiberglass 
boat manufacturers. As the business 
grew he began what he calls “vertical 
integration”? or the process of 
incorporating those functions jobbed 





out into in-plant production processes. 

The change to heavy gauge ABS 
plastic was still years away, but the 
reasons and the need for a change were 
becoming evident. The main decision 
against fiberglass was one of health. It 
presents an almost undetectable and 
impossible-to-guard-against hazard in 
that anyone who draws a breath in an 
area where work is being done is 
susceptible to its long range effects. 
Secondly it was impossible to retain the 
quality required in the quantities 
needed. Hence, the decision to re-tool 
and attempt a manufacturing procedure 
that was entirely new to the field to 
which it was being applied. 

“We pioneered the use of heavy gauge 
ABS plastic for the fabrication of 
fairings; nobody had done it before. The 
Windjammer II was the first real 
attempt to make a fairing look as good 
on the inside as it did on the outside.” 

“I am the first in a generation of 
plastic designers. I use plastic the way it 
was intended to be used; probably 
better than anyone else. ABS eliminated 
all the problems fiberglass had, but in 
turn it created problems of its own like 
totally new manufacturing procedures. 
We’re already at the limit of current 
technology. ABS has turned out to be a 
superior material that is very durable to 
outdoor exposure and provides an 
automotive quality finish.” 

The company has progressed to a 
stage where everything is now made 
in-house in a facility (new in 1974) that 
employs over 170 workers with a 
payroll that approached $750,000 in 
1974, The Vetter Corporation facility is 
located on the outskirts of the booming 
metropolis of Rantoul, Illinois, which in 
reality is a sleepy farm town of about 
26,000 inhabitants. And that suits Craig 
just fine, since he can do practical 
testing of his latest creations without 
the slightest fear of someone asking, or 
caring, what they are. 

The technique for creation of a new 
product or a new generation of an 
established one is a slow, piece by piece 
evolution. “It seems to take forever to 
do. There is no such thing as perfect. 
You can always make something better. 
I listen to my dealers and talk to the 
people who use the product (trade show 
traffic is a large source of information). 
Each successive model of my fairings 
has come from extensive rider/dealer 
imput to make it better than the last 
one.” 

In that vein he rides about 25,000 
miles a year for pleasure, for testing, for 
just about everything he does. His first 
car, a Honda Civic, was purchased just 
last summer. And what does he ride? 
Well, as he said when the question was 
put to him, “We have just about one of 
everything at the plant.” Relaxation this 
year was a fifth place finish in the 250cc 
Amateur event during Daytona Speed 
Week in March.

“I do bikes because they're right. 
They are good transportation and they 
make few demands on the highway and 


on parking. Right now sound is a 
problem, but I don't think they have to 
be noisy to be enjoyed. I believe that 
everything I do in the motorcycle 
industry makes the motorcycle a more 
reasonable means of transportation.” 

The latest Vetter creation, the 
Terraplane sidecar, is another example 
of the Vetter idea of reasonable 
transportation. “J wanted to build a 
sidecar because it's one more thing that 
enables you to drive a motorcycle all 
year long. (“They're fantastic on icy 
roads for stability.’) I also felt that no 
one was making a sidecar worth 
having.” 

It took two years for the Terraplane 
(if yow're old enough to remember the 
Hudson automobile then you might 





remember the Hudson Terraplane: they 
dropped the name when the company 
went out of business and now it's 
registered to Vetter) to evolve from the 
drawing board to mock-up to 
production model. 

Sidecars are not new and their design 
(until the Terraplane) was, according to 
Vetter, mainly a rehash of the original 
old time designs. The Terraplane’s 
uniqueness stems from its frame which 
is built on the geometric principal of the 
tetrahedron (the strongest kind of three 
dimensional structure known) and the 
Trim-Grip truing device. Both are 


examples of the inquisitiveness of the 
Vetter mind which pushes him to make 
something truly better than existing 
products. Of course the best is not 
cheap. 

“] am more proud of the Trim-Grip 





“I knew that 
whatever I did would 
have worldwide 
implications...

designs. It is unique.” In short the 
Trim-Grip is a variable lean out device 
that insures dead straight tracking 
(according to the product brochure) 
under almost any riding conditions with 
just a twist or two of the wrist while 
riding. 

Of the problems encountered in 
designing fairings he says, “It’s easy to 
design a one make/model fairing, but to 
make one that will fit over 30 different 
machines (since the fairing is essentially 
a bolt on item) is very time consuming. 
The fittings are the hardest part of the 
design.” 

Some bikes, like the BMW, are a 
natural for a fairing, (“BMW riders put 
me in business and I love them. They 
are always the first to buy.”) while 
others like the Harley-Davidson 74 are 
not. Craig saw a need for a special 
fairing designed specifically for the 
Harley 74 and approached 
Harley-Davidson’s John A. Davidson 
with the idea. The result was the 
Liberator fairing, a massive article with 
dual headlights that enhances the 
inherent bulkiness of the 74. Purists 
were aghast at the lack of sleekness so 
common in other Vetter designs, but 
the 74 riders loved it. 

One of the most fascinating aspects of 
Vetter is his sense of the future; of his 
destiny. His trademark, in essence his 
conception of a spoked wheel, (“A 
classic example of good engineering and 
design.”) was designed before he had 
any idea of where he might channel his 
talents. 

“] knew the value of a trademark; 
something that was non-verbal yet easily 
understandable throughout the world. I 
knew that whatever I did would have 
worldwide implications; that whatever I 
do will be significant.” 

The talk finally centered on just what 
Craig William Vetter hoped to 
accomplish; his goals if you will, The 
answer came readily. “I want to make 
motorcycles better. I want to be known 
for making the best of anything and 
right now the field is motorcycles. 1 
expect to leave the motorcycle industry 
in a state far ahead of the way it 
manufactures motorcycles and what it 
expects from them than what 
motorcycling would have been without 
me. Maybe we'll talk again 10 years 
from now and you'll see that what I’ve 
said is true. I feel like I’ve just started.” 

And what will the Vetter future look 
like? He paused, thought a moment, and 
said, “I'd rather not talk about future 
projects because the people who are my 
competitors will be reading this. I’ve got 
the capacity to build things today that I 
never had before and I’ve got the desire 
and I’m going to do it. My next project 
will be a combination of superlatives.” 

It was clear that he wouldn't settle for 
anything less. o

organized in different areas of Southern 
California. 

Each chapter will be a loosely knit 
organization, probably meeting monthly 
for the exchange of ideas and 
information. Chapter heads will be able 
to deal with local issues to some extent. 
Presenting written and/or oral 
testimony at hearings having to do with 
local issues is best done at the local 
level. 

A telephone service on the order of 
“Dial-A-Prayer” is also planned for the 
near future. Interested persons will be 
able to dial a number and hear a 
recorded list of meetings in California 
which should be attended by bikers, as 
well as a synopsis of bills before the 
legislature which require letters to 
assemblymen and senators. 

To finance this telephone service and 
help defray expenses incurred by local 
chapters, a membership drive is 
underway. Posters and applications are 
being distributed to as many dealers as 
possible. When funding is available, 
additional telephone recorders will be 
set up to provide toll-free service to as 
many people as possible. 

Soundlike an ambitious undertaking? 
It is. It’s going to require a tremendous 
number of man hours to put this 
concept into operation. Once the 
chapters are working organizations, 
bikers will be able to do a lot more 
toward keeping motorcycling legislation 
within the bounds of fairness. 

There are two ways to gather the 
necessary man hours: Either a whole lot 
of people can do a little, or a few can do 
a lot. But, think now. Who do: you 
know personally with the time, talent 
and energy to cover all the bases which 
have to be covered if we are to reverse 
the trend of anti-ORV legislation.

Behind-the-Scenes 

San Fernando Valley bikers, 


remember back a few weeks ago when a 
motorcycle park was planned in Sylmar, 
to be built with Green Stickie funds? 

At the public hearings, Sylmar city 
spokesman righteously defended the 
rights of patients at a near-by 
convalescent hospital to peace and 
quiet. Because of these complaints (and 
because of problems arising in 
connection with title to Lopez Basin 
property) the park went down the 
tubes. 

After the issue was dead and buried, a 
young paraplegic from the hospital 
“despoked” his power wheelchair in 
front of a San Fernando motorcycle 
shop. The owner, being (as bikers tend 
to be in spite of their reputation) a good 
guy, loaded patient and wheelchair into 
his van and drove him back to the 
hospital. 

It's common knowledge that this 
particular convalescent hospital is still 
condemned due to damage suffered in 
the 1971 earthquake. So why are 
patients being transferred to a 
condemned hospital? Said the young 
paraplegic: “We were told we were 
being moved to keep a motorcycle gang 
from squatting in that area.” He also 
added that he thought the park would 
have provided much-needed diversion 
for the patients. 
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These patients are still being housed 
in a building vacant for four years after 
having been condemned because of 
structural damage. And Sylmar 
reportedly hopes to put in a golf course 
in the surrounding area, less than four 
miles from the under-used Hansen Dam 
golf course. No comment. 

The Bureau of Land Management will 
unveil a draft of the final management 
plan for the Red Rock Canyon and El 
Paso Peaks Planning Areas in California 
City on Saturday, June 7. These two 
areas include many favorite desert 
racing areas — Cuddeback, Red 
Mountain, Fremont Valley, Randsburg, 
and so on. 

The Desert Plan is being completed in 
sections — first to emerge was the Yuha 
area in Imperial County. User groups 
were not aware of the plans until too 
late to wield much influence. And the 
very best that can be said of the result is 
that the environmentalists were well 
represented. 

Although no one in the motorcycling 
community has been officially notified, 


environmentalists are already planning 
to pack the June 7 unveiling. The BLM 
is accepting written comment at the 
unveiling, so read Outdoor Forum next 
week, and write your comments. 

If the El Paso Peaks and Red Rock 
Canyon Planning Areas follow the 
example of Yuha, 1 personally plan to 
pack my bike and start riding in the 
Sahara Desert. Come to think of it, that 
would be closer to the fuel supplies. 

Coming soon: The BLM — what 
they're doing and how they're doing it.
